[norm Deaf-Mutes was formally 
opened with appropriate ceremonies 
conducted under Hi<> management 
of Lev AmoH T. Ashton, of Hyde 
Park, Archdeacon <>f Dutchess, 
assisted by Rev, Francis 15 Whit- 
oome, ill' Si . Paul's Churoh, I'migli- 
keepsie; Rev. l>r John Chamber- 
lain, of Now York, superintendent 
<>r the Church Mission to Deaf 
Mules, Mini Lev \V (i. W. Anthony, 
of St. Stephen's College, Annandale. 
Lev. Dr. A. I'. Vim Gieson, of the 
First Reformed Ohnroh, Pough* 
keepsle, also delivered an address. 

The opening of the now building 
foi the use of the Gallaudet Home 
for Deaf-Mutes, marks a date In 
the history of ths peculiarly beauti- 
ful charity which it embodies, of 
special interest alike for Ms memories 
noil foe its promise. The day was 
the birthday of Rev. Thomas Gal< 



iug a Homo where they could in* 
taken euro of. After many solicita- 
tions and mnoh effort, he succeeded 
interesting a sufficient Dumber of 
charitable persons In the enter- 
prise, and securing a moderate 
fund, wiiii whiofa ii farm of one 
hundred and fifty-six acres wun 
purchased extending from the road 
between Poaghkeepsie and Now 
Hamburgh to the bank of the Hud- 
son River, very near where is the 
present station of Camelot. 

Near the oenter of the farm, on a 
bluff commanding a charming view 
of the river to the southward, stood 
the substantial and commodious 
home of the former owner, con- 
structed of stone from the Immedi- 
ate vicinity, wiih brick trimmings, 
and this was made available for 
the use of iho Home, it wassttlv 
sequent ly enlarged so us to very 
well suit the purpose of the insti- 
tution, inn. on Sunday night, Feb" 
ruary isili, 1900, it was destroyed 
by Are. 

Fortunately .'ill the Inmates wore 
safely removed, but the building 
Itself and nearly all the furniture 
and oilier property oontslned in ii 
were Inst. The Inmates were tern* 
porsrlly sheltered In the farm house 
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laudol, l).l> , who spent ;i long 
and useful life in llio seivice of 
those afflicted ones wlm are unable 

id iie;u the voice of their fellow 
men, or to communicate their 
thought! by speech. The Home 
itself it a fitting monument to his 
faithfulness. Founded by him at 
the beginning, watehed over by 
him in all the eighteen years of its 

existence, erected in its present 

form after plans which received his 
approval, and in large pari under 

ids personal supervision, we believe 

be looked upon it lovingly as such. 
A short lime before his death, 

while ho was still able to visit it, he 

stood on the lawn In front and look 
ingon the graceful proportions and 
substantial walls of the structure, 

Observing also the tablet, inserted 

over tin- entrance, ln> said to an 
associate on the oommltteei 
"There, I would rather have that 
associated with my name than the 
grandest monument of marble ever 
erected by man." 

HISTOR'5 oh' tiik BOMB, 

Dr. Gallaudet's personal con 
neet. ion with the religious teaohing 
and welfare, both spiritual and 
material, of the deaf Is well known. 

Becoming convinced that there 

ought to be some established 
organisation foi ihe religious oare 
of this class, he procured the lu 
corporation, under the laws of this 

State, Of "The Church Mission to 

Deaf Mutes," the certificate being 
Bled October SI, 167* Bishop 

Horatio Potter, Of Iho DloOl ■.-..- Oi 

New York, was ils lirst president, 

succeeded by the present Blsliop 
Heury C. Potter. I >i % Gallaudet 

himself became the supcrinlondonl 

of the mission, and continued to 
perform the duties of the office till 
removed by death. As such ho 
ministered In <>id St, Ann's < Ihurob, 

New York, ;iml wool about the 

country holding and preach 

ing in i \ uage, and look 

lug after, ad\ [sing sud eaooui 
Ing the deaf everywhere 

In the course of time he became 
Impressed with the peculiar loud 
ships and privations of aged and 
Infirm deaf-mutes who were with 
out, friends and destitute, and 
entered upon the duty ol establish 
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and afterwards removed to the 
house in this city formerly occupied 
by C. M. and G. P. Pel ton, where 
they remained till the new building 
was ready for occupancy. 

As soon .-is these arrangements 
could be completed, the insuranoe 

collected, and preliminary arrange* 

monts made, preparations were be- 
gun for erecting a new building. 
Plans were solicited from several 

architects, and after S careful ooni- 
partSOtl the preference wms given to 

(host* presented by Mr. Joseph M. 
Lawlor, formerly ef this city, now 
of 220 Broadway, New Yoik. 
According to these plana the new 

building w;is to occupy the site, be 

constructed of the same materials, 

and follow nearly the outlines of 

the old Home, but to he <>f entirely 
different design, .and contain moot) 
larger accommodations. Fortunate- 
ly ii considerable fund bad been 

i>in\ ided by legacies snd donations, 
which had paid off all debts on Ihe 
property, aud provided moneys that 

mtgOt be used for the I Ionic, ill such 

mannei as iho trustees of the 

Church Mission to I >o:if-Mutos 

might determine. In due time the 

work Was begun, and lias been 

oarried to completion as diligently 
as circumstances see m e d to permit. 
The following geueral description is 

furnished by the iirchilcel,. 
tin: nkn BUILDING. 

The main building, facing south) 

is I 13 feel, front by 10 feet deep, 
with ,'iu I, extension lo Iho north 

measuring 89 feci l inches wide by 
long. 

Tim building is :i stories high, 
with a. central pavilion meaani 
:s i feet front by 10 feel deep .-is mi 
extra story In height. 

Veranda is front, fades south, 

feet wide by '.H', feet 
with an cxlcnlioii of Lorto 

( loohere measurini st wide oy 

:u bet. long. 

The attic in Ihe entire building is 
provided with a floor, and leadapl 
od for Storage purposes, the height 

intra under the ridges being 7 

feel •'• inches in Ihe oil 

Height of uellar in u lear 

under entire building is 

8 inches, 



First, story, in (dear, is 12 feet 
high; 2d story, in (dear, is 10 feel 
bigh;?8d story, In clear, is 9 feet 
high; central pavilion, or 4th story, 
is, in (dear, '.I feet high. 

All the Moors arc const rucl.od of 
steel beams and girders, with Mat. 
arches between beams of liroproof 
concrete. All partitions .are made 
of fireproof blocks, with the 
plastering put dlreetly on the 
same. The ceilings are all plaster- 
ed directly on the tlreproo'f flat 
.irchos of the floor above same. 

Staircases, one for men and one 
for women, and service stairs, are 
made of iron and slate encased in 

brick walls on each side of Same. 
There are two 40 horse power 

boilers in cellar, which furnish the 
steam to heat the building. 
Every room in the Home is 

provided with a radiator. 

The Home is provided with wil- 
ing for electric buhl inn, »ud also is 
piped for gas and provided with a 
gas machine foi making gas. 

The plumbing is a feature of llio 
building, being the best and latest, 
of its kind. It is without doubt 
the beat and neatest piece of work 
in the county of Dutchess. The 
building besides being supplied 
throughout with fresh water from 
a largo tank on the grounds, is 
provided with a special hot watei 
boiler in the cellar which furnishes 
the bath rooms, kitchen, laundry 
and wash basins a constant supply 
of hot water. 

The kitchen is well appointed, 
having a huge Krcnch range* 

vegetable sink and dish washing 

sink, and an extra belter for hot 

water heater by the range; also the 

butler pantry is well equipped with 
wash tray, closets, etc. 

Tim building is divided into 
sections by cross wnlls of brick, 
which extend from Ihe eelhir to the 

roofs, and where the corridors <-mss 
the fireproof warm there are lire 

proof doors, which are built to run 

in slots- of fireproof partlrlons, and 

in case of lire occurring in any one 
section of the building the doors 
can bo pulled out of their resting 
places and will cut off the corridors 
from tlio rest of the building. By 
the fireproof walls and fireproof 
doors the building is divided into 
live distinct sections 

The walls of the building (ire 
stone nnd brick. The entire build 
bag on the Inside is trimmed with 
brown ash natural wood finish in 
hard oil. The floors are made of 
comb grain North Carolina pine, 
waxed finish. The tloors are laid 
directly on sleepers embedded into 
the concrete arches forming the 

floors. 

The walls and ceilings are all 
hard finished. The bath rooms 
and toilet rooms all have tile floors. 
Roof* of slato. There are 2 large 
cisterns for rain watei. The build- 
ing measures at Hie waler (aide a 
perimeter of 460 feet around same. 

The cubical OOBtOBtS of the 
building, including Hie cellar and 
spaces in attic, exclusive of the 
laundry, are 898,900 cubic feel. 

The total cosl of the building, in- 
cluding c.ii pouter and mason work 
gas plant, elect ric wiling, sleam 

plant complete, plumbing, mantels, 
gas fixtures and total extra work, is 
a trifle loss than $7.5,000 dollars, 
whjch makes the building cost about 

eubie foot, which is a 
low flguie for a first class 
building <>f this kind. The dining 
loom, Which measures '.'Ii feel wide 
bj 10 feel long and 12 feel high, is 
a feature of the building The de- 
sign is of the Corinthian order, liav 
ing pilasters on all aides with a rich 
cornice in plaster all uioiind the 

room. The mantel of hard wood, was 

a special design made for the room 
The grand reception hull contains 
a portrait of the late Dr. Call unlet, 
which was saved fioni the fire that 
destroyed the old home. The pie- 
tun^ is framed into Iho new hard 
wood mantel made to receive this 

portrait. 

On Ihe 2d Moor are the laflrtns 
lies and special rooms, while on Iho 
third I ho spaces arc all devoted to 
bed moms; I here .-ire toilet and bath 
rooms on both tloors, and there are 
extra toilet and bath loom for the 
. nls. 

The building la also provided with 

tWO interior tire lines of water pipes 

with racks for Ire hose on 

(loor. 
There is a patent clothes dryer 

in the collar, which is connected 



to the steam plant for drying clothes 
in wet weat her. 

Kaoh bed room has a olosol, and 
at least one window. There are no 
interior rooms. 

All the rooms have handsome 
windows ovei the doors that give 
light and ventilation. 

As above Stated, the architect was 

Joseph M. Law lor, of 220 Broadway 
New York. Contractor for 
Construction work, C. L. Cannon, 

of this city, the mason work being 

done under sub eont tact by the late 
Joseph I. Vail, .also of this city. 
The steam heating apparatus was 
put in by Kdward P. Bates of 
Albany; the plumbing by Leonard 
I). Ilosford, of 68 Bookman Street, 
Now fork; gas pipes and fixtures by 
Benjamin Trowbridge Son, of this 
city; electric wiling and interior 
telephones by Kdwin R Lease, of 
Ihis city, and Springfield gas 
machine h\ the Gilbert and Barker 
Manufaeliiriiig'Co., New York. 

The Homo is owned by The 
Church Mission lo Doaf-Mutes, of 
which Bishop Henry C. Letter is, 
ex-officio, president, and I lev. 

Ariiinrii .iu.i K o, of st. Matthew's 

Church, New fork, and Mr. Kdwin 
A Hodgson are vice presidents. 
It is eont rolled by a board of 

twenty-five trustees, .and its 
domestic management is in the 

hands of a board of Lady Managers, 
mostly living in (his city nnd 
vicinity, of which Mrs. C. M. 
Nelson is president, and Mrs. K F, 
Crary and Mis. Warren 8. Foster 

vice presidents. The immediate 

business affairs of the Home are 
committed to a committee of four 

trustees and four lady managers, 
of which John I. Plait ianhaitman, 
the oilier members being George 
Wood, John N Lewis and Kdwin 
A. Hodgson, representing the irns 
lees, and Mrs. ('. M. Nelson, Mrs. 
Hubert T. Clark son, Mrs. |> 
Crosby Foster and Miss 11. It. 

Jewett, representing the lady 
managers, 

When the work of preparing for 

the new building was entered upon, 

a building committee was appoint- 
ed, consisting of Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 

K. A. Hodgson, George Wood, A. 
L. Willis, John I. Piatt, Mis. C. M. 
Nelson, Miss V. It Gallaudet, Mrs. 
John Thompson, Mrs. Warren S. 

Foster and Mrs. Robert T. Clark- 
son. From these, three, l>r. Cai 
laudet and Messrs. Wood and Piatt, 

Ware selected and empowered to 
perform all the executive duties, 
make contracts, purchase materials, 
employ men, and certify payments. 

Dr. (Jallaudot's health, however, 

was so feeble that he was able only 

in part of do this work, and before 

it was finished be was taken to a 

higher and nobler round of duties 
in another sphere, .and upon Messrs. 
Wood and Llalt devolved the 
sponsihility of Its completion, 

All who have been o— n e e t ed 
with it are entitled to high credit, 
and wo doubt if, including the com- 
pete fireproof system of construc- 
tion, there is another public 

eleemosynary institution that is 

more nearly perfect in all its plant 
and equipment In the world.

The opening and dedicatory ser- 
vices of ihe Gallaudet Homo were 
held ill the little chapel which 
occupies Iho northwest coiner of 
the new building. It is as yet un- 
furnished, but temporary seats bad 
been provided, and it had been ate 
pared for use by the guild of /ion 
Church, Wappingers Falls. The 
deaf-mute inmates were placed in 
Iho front, next the platform, and 
the remaindei of (ho mom was close- 
ly crowded by the lady managers 
and their friends. 

At 1 1 ::W Rev. Amos T. Ashton 
of Hyde Lark, archdeacon of Hutch 

ess, entered, followed by othei 

members of the clergy, in their 
robes, and began a service after 
the impressive order of the Epis- 
copal Church, but specially adapt 
ed to the occasion, and appropriate 
to she need and instruction of the 
deaf. He was assisted by Lev. 
Francis B. Whitcome, of St. Haul's, 
While Lev. Dr. Chamberlain stood 

inside the officiating ministers 
and interpreted all la the exn 

sive sign language of the deaf. 

The service included the responsive 
recitation of the Psalm, " Except 
the Lord build the house, their 

labor is lost that build it," (do., and 
(dosed With the following dedica- 
tory praj 



" Almighty Cod, who fashioiiost 
the Hearts ef men and understand- 
set all' their works: We give Thee 
humble thanks that Thou hasi 

moved Thy servants lo erect this 

house as a refuge for homeless chil- 
dren of silence. Inspire our hearts, 
we pray Thee, with a humbling 

sense of our dependence upon Thee 
at all times and in all undertakings. 
Grant abiding success to the effort 

here made for the relief of (list i ess. 
May the foundation of this institu- 
tion rest upon Thy favor." 

After the service Lev. Mr. Ash 
ton appropriately referred to the 
life work of Dr. Gallaudet for the 
ooaf, and paid an eloquent tribute 
to his memory. Ho then called 
upon Lev. Thomas 1>. Berry, roe 
tor ol the Church of the Cood Shep- 
herd, Buffalo, who has bees for 
years past associated wit I- Dr. Gal- 
laudet in labor, and has enjoyed a 
long and intimate acquaintance 
with him. He also spoke of the 
work and the inspiration derived 
from the enthusiasm and devotion 

of their great leader. 

Lev. Dr. Van Gieson, of the 
First Reformed Church, of this city, 

was called upon and gave a very 
Interesting story of hie owu youth- 
ful experience, when, a boy or clo 
veil, he made a journey from his 

New Jersey home to Hartford, and 

there spent three days in the com- 
pany of Rev. Dr. Thomas 11. Gal« 
laudet, the father of the founder of 
this home, who went to Fin nee foi 

instruction ind then introduced o,l 
uciiliou of Hie deaf into America, 
lie said that these t wo noble men 
had only begun the great work, and 
it was to be carried on by ollioi> 
inspiied by the same love, as he 
trusted, for many generation*, In 

this home, snd elsewhere when- 
God's needy ones are found. 

After Ihe bi-ll'dielioii by RcV, 
vslilon, Ihe Company spent 
a short lime inspecting Ihe build 
ing, looking out upon Ihe beauliful 
view, and congratulating each 
other and the manager on what had 
been accomplished, and at one 
o'clock sat down to a bountiful 
luncheon in Hie dining room, pro 
vided by the lady managers, and 
served by young ladies of /.ion 
Church guild. 

At its close Mr. John 1 Piatt, who 
since l>r. ( Jallaudct's death has 

acted .as chairman of the ballding 
committee, called the company 

t i order, and after briefly alluding 
to that magnetic Christian charactei 
of the man whom lie had been pri- 
vileged to assist in the erection ol 
the building for this home, and 
paying a business man's tribute to 
Dr. (Jallaudet's practical energy and 
Sterling common sense, said Iho 
lime had come to formally turn 
ovei the Home to the Lady Mana 
gcrs, whose care it would hence- 
forth be. 

Mrs. Robert K. Crary, lirst, vice 
president of the board, responded. 
She regretted that hei husband had 
been kepi away by illness, .and in 
the name of the board returned 
thanks to all who bad assisted in 
making this Structure and the 
occasion such a success An 
Englishman had said, "Americins 
do not make S peeches, they tell 
stories," so she would point to this 
Home, invite them all to see it, and 
let the Homo tell ils own story.
